I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966 
on  the  health  and  environmental  conditions  of  the  district. 

It  does  not  need  me  to  tell  you  that  during  the  year  there  was 
a  sudden  up-surge  in  population  and  also  in  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  due  in  the  main  to  the  transfer  of  people  from  Manchester  into 
the  overspill  development,  In  addition  there  has  been  a  slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  live  births  so  that  the  combination  of  increased 
births  and  inward  transfer  of  persons  from  Manchester  has  increased 
the  population  to  some  degree » 

It  was  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  only  4  infant  deaths 
during  the  year  and  3  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life0 
It  will  be  noted  from  Table  1  that  in  these  4  deaths  they  were  all 
unavoidable  so  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  reduce  infant  mortality 
any  further » 

Table  3  shows  once  again  that  the  main  causes  of  death  were  in 
the  cancer ,  heart  disease  and  cerebral  haemorrhage  group  and  that 
the  total  number  of  deaths  was  approximately  the  same  as  the  previous 
year,, 

Table  6  shows  that  the  only  major  infectious  disease  which  is  now 
to  be  dealt  with  is  measles  and  in  the  next  two  to  three  years  this 
condition  may  be  a  Uumg  of  the  past  providing  that  the  vaccine  now 
being  produced  gives  sufficient  protection,, 

I  air*  still  concerned  at  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
occurring  in  the  district  particularly  as  we  had  notification  of  six 
new  cases  occurring  in  the  area  and  in  addition  we  had  8  cases 
transferred  into  the  area  mainly  from  the  Manchester  conurbation , 

This  condition  must  still  be  regarded  as  a  dangerous  one  even  though 
the  methods  of  treatment  are  more  effective  than  in  the  past  but 
everybody  including  the  general  public  and  medical  practitioners  must 
be  on  their  guard  against  this  disease.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly 
emphasised  that  the  public  should  take  opportunities  when  available  of 
having  chest  x-rays  carried  out  in  order  to  ensure  protection  from  this 
disease. 


I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of  the  Council,  the 
Senior  Officers  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  interest 
and  help  during  the  year*

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  County  Council  is  respons¬ 
ible  for  the  health  services  under  that  Act. 

The  following  matters  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Urban  District 
Council s- 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human  habitation | 
provision  of  suitable  water  supplies  §  control  of  cleansing  and  disposal 
of  refuse?  inspection  of  all  food  and  food-preparing  premises?  sampling 
of  foodstuffs  (milk,  ice-cream,  etc.)  for  bacteriological  examination?  the 
control  of  infectious  disease?  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses?  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises;  nuisances  and  defects?  rodent  control?  offen¬ 
sive  trades;  smoke  abatement  including  the  development  of  smoke  control 
areas,  and  many  other  matters  concerned  with  environmental  health,. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water 
samples,  is  undertaken  without  charge,  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Wi  hington  Hospital,  Manchester. 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management 
Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  boundaries. 

Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  administered 
under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme.

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SECTION  C 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE: 


Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  treated  without  charge  at  the 
infectious  disease  hospital,  and  similarly  pathological  examinations  are 
made  without  charge  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Withington  Hospital, 
Manchester. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  requires  that  copies  of  all  notif¬ 
ications  of  infectious  diseases  must  be  forwarded  without  delay  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  In  practice  these  notifications  are  sent  to  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  so  that  he  may  correlate  action  within  the 
Health  Division  and  to  enable  the  Divisional  Committee  to  gain  a  regular 
knowledge  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  throughout  their  area. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  but  close  co-operation  between  the  Urban  District  and  the  County 
Council  is  maintained  particularly  for  propaganda  purposes.  During  the 
year,  210  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised,  7  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  nine. 

In  addition  to  the  above  356  children  received  a  reinforcement 
injection  during  1966.

TUBERCULOSIS: 

There  were  six  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  during  1966. 

The  inward  transfers,  being  people  who  took  up  residence  in  the  district, 
came  to  a  total  of  eight . 

There  were  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  1966,  in  the  age  group 
45-54  and  75  years  and  over. 

Each  case  of  tuberculosis  is  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt 
of  notification.  Where  desirable.  Sanatorium  or  Hospital  treatment  is 
arranged  after  consultation  between  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Medical 
Practitioner  concerned. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  33  recorded  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis,  14  cases  were  added  and  8  cases  taken  off,  leaving  a  total  of  39 
cases  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  no  instance  has  there  been  any  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 
The  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  being  satisfactory. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality 
from  tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  services  of  the  Whitefield  Urban  District. 

Twenty  houses  were  demolished  in  the  Green  Lane  area,  contiguous  to 
the  town  centre  redevelopment  scheme.  Very  few  unfit  houses  now  remain 
in  the  district  and  ihese  should  all  be  cleared  by  1968.  The  number  of 
applications  for  standard  grants  showed  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year 
from  31  to  28.  Work  was  completed  in  18  cases. 

Indiscriminate  tipping  on  vacant  sites  continues  unabated  despite 
the  Council’s  free  collection  service  of  unwanted  household  effects. 

Car3  continue  to  be  abandoned,  but  after  allowing  for  the  somewhat 
lengthy  process  of  searching  for  the  last  known  owner,  are  removed  as 
quickly  as  possible  by  a  local  scrap  merchant. 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  the  food  retailing  premises  in  the  area, 
and  only  minor  contraventions  were  recorded.  A  total  of  9*065  animals 
were  killed  and  inspected  at  the  slaughterhouse.  This  figure  shows  a 
100$  increase  on  the  1965  figure  which  itself  was  a  100$  increase  over  1964. 
In  terms  of  inspectorial  hours  worked  the  increase  in  time  spent  was  well 
over  100$  as  the  main  increase  in  animals  killed  was  of  the  bovine  class 
these  being  the  most  time  consuming  to  inspect.  A  total  of  5*072  lbs.  of 
meat  and  7*671  lbs.  of  offal  was  condemned  and  disposed  of. 

The  inspection  of  premises  registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  majority 
of  premises  registered  have  received  a  general  inspection.  A  total  of  105 
inspections  was  made  during  the  year  and  the  contraventions  found  are  shown 
on  page  33  of  the  report. 

Smoke  control  order  No.  5c  came  into  operation  on  1st  September,  1966 
and  order  No.  6  was  confirmed  in  October,  1966.  This  latter  area  is  to 
come  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1967. 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  despite  the  ever  increasing  numbers  of  dwellings  and  the  difficulties 
encountered  in  recruiting  and  retaining  suitable  labour. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  my  predecessor 
Mr.  D»Jo  Hunt,  to  record  his  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  during  the  year  under  review  and  also 
the  support  given  by  all  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff*

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SECTION  D 

ENVIRONMENTAL  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER ; 

The  areas  served  by  the  former  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  and  the 
Bacup  Corporation  Water  Undertaking  were  transferred  to  the  Bolton 
Corporation  on  the  1st  April*  1963s  under  the  Bolton  Water  (Amendment) 
Order  1963 » 

The  source  of  supply  is  mainly  from  upland  gathering  grounds.  The 
supply  to  Whitefield  is  taken  from  the  Manchester  Aqueduct  through 
Hillock  pumping  station. 

The  Water  Undertakers  took  673  samples  of  raw  water  for  bacteriolog¬ 
ical  examination  and  12  chemical  analyses  to  determine  the  treatment 
necessary  before  going  into  the  public  supply. 

One  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  one  bacteriological  and  partial 
chemical  samples  and  18  chemical  analyses  were  taken  by  the  water 
undertakers  from  water  going  into  the  public  supply.  Results  showed 
that  the  filtered  and  treated  water  was  of  a  satisfactory  quality. 

B.  Coli  being  absent  in  98.48$  of  the  potable  water  samples  tested. 

All  water  is  treated  before  passing  into  supply. 

In  1966,  an  additional  970  yards  of  2n,  1198  yards  of  3" »  555  yards 
of  4" 9  and  8  yards  of  8"  diameter  water  main  were  laid  to  new  houses ^ 

69  yards  of  4n  diameter  and  8  yards  of  8M  diameter  water  main  to  exist¬ 
ing  houses. 

Grant  for  Improved  Supply; 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1964  a  local  authority  may 
give  a  discretionary  grant  towards  the  cost  of  providing  a  separate 
supply  of  water  from  the  water  main  in  a  case  where  no  separate  supply 
exists  and  the  supply  is  a  poor  one. 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  payment  of  a  grant  for  domestic 
premises  equal  to  the  cost  of  that  part  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Water  Undertakers  subject  to  a  maximum  of  £20.  0,  0. 

DRAINS  AND  SEWERAGE; 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  laying  of  the  Whitefield  connecting  sewer 
and  pumping  station  for  the  abandonment  of  the  small  disposal  works  at 
Park  Lane.  Progress  has  been  made  on  the  reconstruction  and  enlargement

of  th#  Bury  Sewage  Works  at  Blackford  Bridge  and  in  March ,  1966  our 
Moss  Dane  Works  was  closed  down  and  the  flow  diverted  to  the  Bury 
Sewage  Works.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECT ION i 

The  subject  matter  of  this  section  of  the  report  deals  with  the 
financial  year  ending  31st  March ,  1967. 

The  number  of  men  engaged  in  refuse  collection,  and  the  vehicles 
employed  are  as  follows s- 

1  S  &  D  "Fore  &  Aft  vehicle  with  driver  and  3  loaders. 

1  S  &  D  Pakamatic  with  driver  and  6  loaders. 

1  Karri er  Bantam  Side  Loader  with  driver  and  2  loaders, 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year  but  difficulties  were  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  men  for  this 
work.  Many  of  the  new  recruits  stop  only  for  a  few  days  which  makes  the 
organisation  of  a  regular  work  output  most  difficult  to  say  the  least. 

The  amount  of  refuse  to  be  collected  increased  substantially  during 
the  year  with  the  rapid  development  of  Manchester  overspill  housing.  Over 
800  houses  had  been  erected  on  the  estate  by  March  1967  and  it  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  the  bulk  of  the  remaining  dwellings  will  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  1967. 

The  new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  35  cubic  yard  compression  vehicle  has 
proved  a  valuable  purchase  without  which  it  would  not  have  been  possible 
to  maintain  a  weekly  collection  in  the  town. 
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DUST  BIN  MAINTENANCE: 

The  scheme  for  the  maintenance  of  dust  bins,  which  was  inaugurated 
in  June,  1950,  has  continued  to  function  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  number  of  bins  replaced  during  the  year  was  400  and  21  dust  bins 
were  sold  privately  to  purchasers  of  new  houses. 

The  benefits  derived  from  a  dust  bin  maintenance  scheme  are  many, 
the  main  one  being  the  replacement  of  defective  dust  bins  of  a  recognised 
standard  within  reasonable  time.  A  larger  bin  is  now  provided  having  a 
capacity  of  3i  cu.  ft.  A  rubber  lid  is  fitted  to  reduce  noise, 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL; 

A  new  Weather ill  Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel  was  purchased  in  August 
1966  to  replace  the  previous  Muirhill  machine.  Covering  and  consolid¬ 
ation  of  the  refuse  has  proved  reasonably  satisfactory,  but  it  is  obvious 
particularly  in  wet  weather,  that  a  tracked  machine  would  be  advantageous,

Total  salvage  income  is  down  by  approximately  £200  on  the  previous 
year  due  mainly  to  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  recoverable  material 
collected.  Despite  this,  however,  the  salvage  returns  for  an  authority 
of  this  size  are  quite  good. 

GENERAL: 

Rapid  development  proceeds  within  the  urban  district’s  boundaries  and 
this  factor  together  with  the  ever  increasing  bulk  and  quantity  of  refuse 
collected  will  necessitate  the  purchase  of  more  modern  collection  vehicles 
and  plant  to  replace  or  supplement  existing  types.

Smoke  Control  Order  No.  5c.  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  September, 
1966  and  Order  No.  6.  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  in  October  1966  to 
come  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1967.  Preliminary  investigations 
were  also  carried  out  on  Order  No.  7.  during  the  year. 

The  department  continues  to  record  the  daily  concentrations  of  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  and  the  graph  compiled  from  the  readings  shows  a 
continued  decline  over  the  past  few  years.  The  figures  are  sent  to  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  Warren  Spring  Laboratory, 
Stevenage,  for  inclusion  in  national  statistics. 

RODENT  CONTROL: 

Considerable  work  was  done  during  the  year.  The  Council  continue  to 
give  a  free  service  for  private  dwelling  houses.  Business  premises  are 
treated  by  request  and  a  charge  is  made. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  3 08  visits  and  690  revisits  were  made  to 
various  premises  within  the  district.  Because  of  the  day-to-day  super¬ 
vision  given  to  rodent  control  by  our  Rodent  Operator  it  is  noteworthy 
that  both  the  number  of  primary  visits  and  re-visits  was  greatly  reduced 
from  last  year  (1965  -  328  visits,  771  revisits).
